The prior art has described acrylic polymers having amide and ester groups, and 
use thereof as a cement additive. For example, see Darwin et al. (US 5,583,183, col. 1- 
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2) and Velten et al. (EP 1 138697 [0023]-[0024] and page 8). However, the references 
cited on this record have not described the claimed two-stage reaction sequence, 
wherein a first reaction between polyacrylic acid and alcohol produces anhydride and 
ester groups, and then a second reaction with amine at lower temperature produces 
amide groups by reaction with anhydride.
